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As I look out through the window (for 
our house is on a little hill in the centre 
of the city) I see nearly the whole of this 
densely populated city, and it makes my 
hlood run cold to. think of these many 
thousands of women without peace in 
their hearts. How terrible to think of all 


the wickedness and sin in all sorts of . 


shapes and fashions! As I look from one 
end to the other and think of the gross 
“arkness and blindness that encircles its 
inhabitants I realize in a small sense what 
it was for the Master sitting on the Mount 
of Olives and looking out over Jerusalem. 
“He wept.” Oh, how our hearts go up to 
God in prayer that the Holy Spirit may 
come down and disperse the darkness and 
open the blind eyes. 

Now let us turn from the window, and 
we will relate a few incidents from my 
visits among the women in -their own 
homes. 

One day after a long walk and many 
calls at several of the school children’s 
homes on our way home again, some one 
said to us, “Come and see the ‘Fong-tsi? ” 
(the mad one). We asked where the per- 
son in question was. <A little bov took

eyes fixed on us. 
We felt sure it 
related to bodily 
suffering, but 
could not make 
out what she 
meant just at 
once. We began 
to feel unspeakablysad,and the tears would 
start. We said a few more words about 
our happy home in heaven, and that all 
who will believe in Jesus arrive there. She 
kept on weeping and crying, “Loose the 
feather, loose the feather!” 


It was heart- Tow did she die so soon’ 
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rending to listen to her. We asked the 
man at the door what she really meant. 
He told us that she had been tied to an 
iron chain “two feet long” for more than 
eleven years. The woman pulled away 
some of the rags to show us this, and sure 
enough there it was—a thick iron chain 
fastened to the wall under the bed with 
one end and to the poor woman’s right 
foot by the other end. 

Eleven years in an iron chain! “For 
what crime?” we asked. “Is it really pos- 
sible?” we asked, and the man at the door 
told us (who also turned out to be her 
husband) that she had been out of her 
mind since before she was married to him, 
but according to Chinese law he had to 
marry her. The first few years of their 
married life she kept at home, but later 
on she began to run away, and they had 
so much trouble with her that they had to 
tie her up, and ever since then and up to 
the day we were there she had been fas- 
tened to this iron chain. “Eleven years!” 
How many a dark, painful, lonely, un- 
happy hours! After a good talk with her 
and her husband about our blessed hope 
we had to leave them, as other duties were 
waiting for us. The husband asked us 
to come again, which we promised to do. 
We came away sad at heart, realizing in 
a fuller sense the awful darkness that sur- 
rounds these people. Oh, we would glad- 
ly die for these poor women if by any 
means God can save some, whether by life 
or by death, only that God may be glori- 
fied in and through us. 

The morning after we had been to this 
poor, unhappy woman our faithful woman 
servant (of whom we will, for the glory of 
God, say a few words at the end of this 
paper) came rushing in and said, “The 
mad woman is dead, and there gocs the 
funeral party down the hill.” We could 
hardly believe it, but, alas, it was too true! 
This news came like a thunderbolt to us. 

— Bodily sufferings 
were ended, but what soul?

“!> gobedient. After many and fearful beat- 
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ings her mistress forced her poor slave to 
.. swallow a big dose of opium, which made 
-her change an unhappy life for an un- 
. jhappy eternity. Oh, how fearful to think 
Many sad facts could be related re- 
garding opium poison. 
Another time when we were out visit- 
ing we met a woman whom we had not 
:-seen for some months. We heard from 
‘others that she had a little baby son. We 
- asked, “How is your-baby getting on?” 
““Puh tsai-liao,” which means “No more,” 
“a very common Chinese expression for the 
word “death.” “What,” we asked, “your 
baby dead?” “Yes,” she answered; “there 
was no one to take eare of the child, so it 
was the best thing to do.” “You don’t 
mean to say you killed your haby?” we 
asked, “Yes? was the answer, with her 
th yet ty Cech. RTH tio WA yoge 


your baby?” we asked. The answer was 
that she had just put it in a bucket of 
water. We felt like fainting away, and 
could not speak to her for a few mo- 
ments. Then we stand face to face with 
a murderer of her own child, with no 
seeming shame or condemnation over 
what she had done. We felt inexpressibly 
sad, as she is a woman who had heard a 
great deal of the truth. So we asked her 
to tell us openly the reason for painting 
her own hands with the blood of her own 
baby. 

Her argument is that of thousands of 
unhappy mothers in China (it must be 
understood that this refers only to the 
heathen): When a baby girl is born into 
the world the hushand is displeased, and 
thus this girl, who ought to he the centre 
for home happiness and joy, is an object

must begin to bind the child’s feet. This 
is a most painful process, but the feet 
must be very small or there is danger that 
they will not get the girl married to well- 
to-do people. Then comes the time for 
her marriage. If they are not well off 
nearly all they have will go with the girl 
for her outfit when she leaves her father’s 
home to go and spend her lifetime to- 
gether with an individual whom she has 
never seen before the day she is married. 
Then in very many cases begins a most 
unhappy and cruel life, which generally 
ends in the wife shortening her life with 
opium peison. Thus from the very com- 
menecement of life a Chinese girl is in 
danger of being an object of unhappiness 
and pain to the very last moment of her 
life. This is the way the poor mother 
ane Sivls Lastee ath Peg So ed ae 


girl, Why should she live to see all this? 


It is better to put an end to her young 
life now, and thus the mother’s hand is 
stretched out to put an end to that little 
treasure’s life. It is really awful to think 
of how many dear little baby girls “not 
wanted” are murdered in this land. In 
the midst of this terrible state of things 
we can see a glare of light and hope, for 
the devil certainly outruns himself as he 
always does. While he gets the parents 
to kill their baby girls we have the right 
to believe that all these dear little ones on 
the atonement of Christ are taken by the 
angels home to God. A great deal could 
be said about the poor little girls of 
‘China, but we must pass on, as our time 
is nearly up. Dear friend, pray, believe 
and work more for the dear children of 
China. for they are surely as much the

At one of our Tuesday meetings for 
outside women in the chapel was one 
among the crowd whom seemed to give ex- 
tra attention. After the meeting she told 
me that she had been seeking a true way, 
true peace and lasting happiness. She 
had never heard any one speak of such a 
happiness before, and she felt sure that 
there must be some good in what we had 
said. We praised God from our heart for 


the seeming interest she had for God. She . 


caine to every meeting and seemed just to 
drink in the truth, and after a few meet- 
ings she understood the plan of salvation 
so wel]. She was a true seeking soul who 
was tired of life, and was to all a seeming 
true and whole-hearted seeker for salva- 
tion. There was no false motive for her 
canting fo the meetings and wanting fo 
ae airs : we : 
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chism, which she began to study. After 
attending every meeting for about six 
weeks, at one of our Friday meetings she 
rose up before the whole crowd, and re- 
quested us to put down her name as an 
_ inquirer for baptism. When we asked 
her why she desired her name down, she 
plainly said: “I believe on the Lord Je- 
sus, and wish to become a member of the 
church.” We could not but say to our- 
selves: “Truly, thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.”

the trouble that had gathered round her. 
She wept like a child. We had prayer to- 
gether, and by the grace given us we 
pointed out to her how that God in His 
Jove to her had permitted these things to 
come over her; for this fire of trial was 
intended only to purify her, and out of 
the seeming evil God would surely bring 
a blessing, if she would only trust Him. 
After this Jast visit she went home and 
found her husband worge than. ever, and 
a heathen friend had “brought in two 
heathen doctors. These declared they 
would cure her husband if she would be 
true to the ido}, and not come to our meet- 
ings any more, and at the same time to 
give them each 25,000 cash. This would 
make them poor indeed, but then she 
thought if her husband got well again she 
would let the money go, after repeated 
threats of worse calamity from the priests 
if she did not cease to come to our meet- 
ings. Poor woman, during a fit of cramp 
her husband had, caused by the pain, she 
promised for the time heing to cease com- 
ing to worship God. Some days after this 
T called to see her again. She was most 
awfully distressed, and the sight of her 
hushand lying on a kind of a bed was a 
sad picture indeed. The house was 
crowded with) women, and we had the 
great joy to tell them, as well as the poor 
sufferer, of the love of Jesus.

‘(Tf the Spirit of Him that raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, He 
that raised up Christ from the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by His 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.’’—Romans viii. 11. . 
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cpmes will come through Me, and where 
I am there is the power of the resurrec- 
tion. Iam speaking to you in the present 
tense. I have for you a present blessing,” 
and then He proceeds to expand the 
thought in every direction that we have 
been explaining. “Verily I say unto you, 
he that believeth in Me though he were 
dead yet shall he live, and he that be- 
lieveth in Me shall'live and never die.” 

He seems clearly to teach us that be- 
lieving in Him we receive the life which 
passes through death to us, or, rather 
rises above it and lives on forever tunnel- 
ling the dark of the tomb and passing on 
in unbroken, uninterrupted being into the 
larger life beyond. 

This then is the truth which we desire 
to unfold from the Holy Scriptures, that 


. We may possess even now, through the 


Lord Jesus Christ a measure of super- 
natural life and strength in our mortal 
frame sufficient to enable us for all the 
pressure and duties of this life and sus- 
tains us until our life work is done. 


THE EDEN. 


I. We see some foreshadowings of this 
great truth in the story of the fall. In 
consequence of sin man was instantly de- 
barred from the tree of life which was the 
symbol and source of his physical immor- 
tality. But while this supply of perpetual 
physical life was withdrawn it was not for- 
ever precluded, for God erected at the 
gate of Eden a glorious medium of ap- 
proach to His presence described as the 
Cherubim and the Flaming Sword which 
turned every way to keep the way of the 
tree of life. This symbolical figure of the 
Cherubim and the Sword we do not be- 
lieve are emblems of divine judgment so 
much as of divine mercy. The Hebrew 
verb here is Shekinah, literally He she- 
kinahed the Cherubim and Flaming 
Sword. We know that the Shekinah and 
the Cherubim as they reappear in the la- 
ter symbols of the tabernacle were tokens 
of the divine mercy and Jehovah’s cove- 
nant with Israel, and we cannot but think 
that the fiery sword was some supernatural 
light, perhaps the Shekinah itself, which 
indicated the presence of God and the 
blessing on the worship. 

That which we have associated with 
terror and repulsion was the first gate of 
mercy open for fallen man and the sense 
in which it was to keep the way of the 
tree of life might more properly be ex- 
pressed by using the word guard. It was 
to guard the way and to guide the way 
to the tree of life. From that tree sinful 
man was debarred on the natural plane, 
but he could naw approach it on the high-

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er plane of grace. His physical life was 
forfeited by his fall, but it could be won 
back again by the great redemption of 
which that cherubic sign was the glorious 
symbol. 

We get back our lost strength now, not 
through nature but through the super- 
natural, not through the toil of Eden or 
the efforts of the flesh, but through the 
Lord Jesus Christ, our redeeming Lord 
and our Living Head. 


SARAH AND ABRAHAM. 


II. Coming down the line of divine rev- . 
elation we next meet with.a distinct rec-: 
ognition of the supernatural life of God 
in our bodies in the story of Abraham, 
Sarah and Isaac. Here the strength of 
nature was allowed to fail before the seed 
of promise could be born. It was some- 
thing like a foreshadowing of the birth of 
the Son of God which was not in a natural 
but in a supernatural way. Isaac, the 
seed of promise and the first type of the 
coming One could not come into life until 
the natural life of his parents had with- 
ered and by a directly supernatural touch 
God gave new life even to their bodies. : 

This is what is meant by the description 
given by Paul of Abraham’s faith, We 
are told that he considered his body as 
good as dead without being discouraged 
for he was strong in faith giving glory to 
God and looking directly to Him, by su- 
pernatural means, to make good that for 
which nature had now no_ resources. 
Could there be a more signal and em- 
phatic ‘object lesson of the fact that God 
would lift the hearts of His people to a 
divine source even for the strength of our 
mortal frame? Could there be a more 
striking foreshadowing of the super- 
natural body which Christ has been pre- 
paring for the members of His mystical 
body? 

“ISRAEL’S HISTORY. 


III. The story of Israel was a signifi- 
cant illustration of the supernatural phys- 
ical life which God can give His children. 
All through the wilderness they were 
physically sustained by directly divine 
agencies. The very symbol of their life 
was a burning bush burning up and not 
consumed, Like the first miracle of 
Christ at Cana of Galilee, which, was a 
sort of type of all the objects of His re- 
deeming work setting forth in a striking 
figure the outcome of the earthly and the 
substitution of the new life. So this 
great sign which preceded Israel’s call out 
of Egypt embodied in itself the idea of 
tremendous pressure overcome by infinite 
strength and Divine protection. _ This 
was the story of the chosen people all the 
way through. 

Indeed, Moses himself in reviewing it 
tells us that the very object of God in 
leading them as He did along that pilgrim 
way was ‘to show them and teach them 
that man should not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out of 
the mouth of God. It was to illustrate 
this idea of a supernatural physical life 
while walking with God and drawing our 
life directly from Him. 

As this is true of the nation as a whole 
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so it was also true of the most prominent 
individuals in the nation. Therefore we 
see that Moses’ own life was distinctly 
supernatural. He began his great work 
at the age of eighty, when most men 
would be writing their will and preparing 
.for their funeral, and at the age of one 
hundred and twenty, we are told that his 
eve was not dimmed nor his natural force 
abated, but he calmly climbed a lofty 
mountain and in his full maturity stepped 
into the chariot of God and passed in vic- 
torious strength and voluntary surrender 
iuto the glory.

natural. Surely he had enough to break 
his heart and wear out his life in the 
strivings of a gainsaying people who kept 
him nearly half a century out of the 
promised land. But, when an old man 
of eighty-four, we behold him standing 
before Joshua and asking as the choicest 
privilege of his life the opportunity of 
leading an assault upon the stronghold of 
the Canaanites, the old citadel of Hebron, 
and declaring, “I am as strong this day 
as when I came out of the land of Egypt 
both to go out and come in. The Lord 
hath kept me all these years because I 
wholly followed the Lord my God.” He 
attributes his whole physical strength to 
the blessing of God and the blessed results 
of obedience and fidelity. 


SAMSON. 


1VY. But God has given us a still more 
distinet object lesson of this great prin- 
ciple of the supernatural body in the won- 
derful story of Samson. The one ‘pur- 
pose of this life seems to have been to 
illustrate the connection between physical 
strength and rightness with God. When 
true to his Nazarite vow of separation and 
filled with the Spirit of God he was a 
giant of unequalled muscular might. But 
when he broke his sacred vow of separa- 
tion and lost the Holy Ghost he became 
as weak as tow and sank helpless in the 
hands of his foes. Probably he did not 
lose an ounce of weight, but he lost the 
secret of his strength, the life of the Holy 
Ghost. It is not the size of that wire that 
constitutes its strength. A little hair 
wire filled with an electric current is 
mightier than one of the cedars of Leb- 
anon. It is the fluid that sweeps through 
it that makes it strong. 

And so the supernatural life in which 
God is leading those who are willing to 
learn and to follow is not the result of 
physical culture, but is the unfolding of 
the divine life and the anticipation of the 
unseen forces of the world to come. 


.° DAVID. 


V. The same great principle is illus- 
trated in the story of David who constant- 
ly recognized his military prowess, his 
courage and the strength of his victorious 
arm as due to the touch of God. He was 
clothed with a supernatural body and he 
eould say of Jehovah, “He teacheth my 
hands to war so that a bow of steel is 
broken by mine arms.” “Who healeth all 
my discases Who redeometh my life 


to be 
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from destruction. Who satisfieth my 
mouth with good things so that my youth 
is renewed like the eagle’s.” 


CHRIST’S TEMPTATIONS, 


VI. But as we turn to the New Testa- 
ment the very first view we obtain of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, our Great Teacher and 
Example is in this very connection. We 
see Him standing in the wilderness yonder 
going through His first conflict with Sa- 
tan and living out for us that great object 
lesson of our own life. What was the 
very first of these temptations? It was a 


_» physical one, the temptation to secure His 
F =: ‘bodily strength from human sources. 
So the life of Caleb was also super- 


And how did he meet it? By the very 
passage we have already quoted from 
Deuteronomy, by the very lesson he had 
learned from the story of Israel in. the 
wilderness. The devil was trying to per- 
suade him that He must get out of this 
strait by some means and that He must 
resort to earthly measures of relief, and 
He replied by telling Satan, “Man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by every word 
that proceedeth from the mouth of God.” 
He did not deny the place of the human 
and the earthly in supporting the life of 
man, but He did protest against being de- 
pendent upon the human and the earthly. 

Bread has its true place, but it is not 
“bread alone.” There is something more 
for a man to say than “I must live.” The 
true thing to say is “I must meet God in 


-/my trial, I must learn my lesson, I must 


‘accomplish the purpose for which He has 
brought me here, and the purpose for 
which He has brought me here is to show 
that He is all sufficient even for my body. 
I must stand there until this purpose is 
fulfilled. I must throw myself upon Him 
until He gives me relief and deliverance.” 

And so He refused the devil’s prescrip- 
tion and waited in reliance upon the life 
that comes from the mouth of God. And 
lo, in a little while we see the angels min- 
istered the divine life and then the angels 
ministered the natural bread. 

It is very significant that in this quo- 
tation Christ does not say the Son of Man 
but He says “man.” It is very plain that 
He means the lesson for all His disciples. 
It is for us as well as Him. 

It is true there is danger of extremes. 
All truth has its possibility of extrava- 
gance. There is a reckless disregard of 
the natural. God does not mean to teach 
us that. There is a place for food and 
sleep, but we have not learned to enjoy 
that rightly until we have also learned 
that God can strengthen us when need be 
even without them. 

Beloved, is not our trouble this, that in 
the hour of testing we are more anxious 
delivered than to meet God’s 


“thought and glorify God’s grace? What 


Christ was concerned for in that conflict 
was'not so much to get bread as to show 
the all-sufficiency of God and stand obedi- 
ent to His Father’s will, trusting implicit- 
ly His Father’s love. 


THE LIVING BREAD. 


VIT. Our blessed Lord has taught us 
this deep spiritual truth in one of Tis 
inost profound discourses, and left for aur 


own natural life. 


guidance through the Christian age the 
great principle on which He Himself built 
His own life and overcame the assault of 
the enemy in His body. That discourse 


‘was so marked in its teachings, so deep 


and heart-searching in its scope that the 
most of His disciples were unable to ac- 
cept it and, indeed, with the exception of 
the twelve the whole of His Galilean flock 
grew tired of such deep teaching and ut- 
terly deserted Him on account of it. “It 
is a hard saying, they replied, who can 
hear it.” . : 

That sermon was the wonderful dis-’ 
course given about the Living Bread in 
the sixth chapter of the Gospel of John. 
The one thought that pervades it is that 
we are to draw our lives both spiritually 
and physically directly from the Lord 
Jesus even as He draws His strength from 
the Father. Its one keynote is the pro- 
found verse, “As the Living Father has 
sent Me and I live by the Father, even 
so he that eateth Me shall live by Me.” 

By eating Him He explains explicitly 
that He means taking His flesh and blood 
as the source of our life and strength, and 
He tells us that this will give us an eter- 
nal life, life that will flow on even until 
the resurrection, for He adds in connec- 
tion. with it, “I will raise Him up at the 
last day.” As the babe lives upon its 
mother’s life the believer lives on Jesus’ 
and the profound words become more 
true than any language can express, “In 
Him we live and move and have our be- 
ing.” 


PAUL’S SUPERNATURAL LIFE, 


VIII. But this profound truth receives 3 


its deepest, largest unfolding in the later 
teachings of the Holy Ghost through the 
ministry and example of the apostle Paul. 
It runs like a golden pipe from the heav- 
enly fountain through all His teachings 
and experience. 

With great vividness He unfolds the 
doctrine of our union with Jesus Christ, 
our Living Head. “We are members,” 
He says, “of His body, His flesh and His 
bones.” “The Lord is for our body and 
the body is for the Lord.” “Our bodies 
are the members of Christ and the temples 
of the Holy Ghost.” The “Spirit that 
dwells within us quickens our mortal 
bodies.” This certainly cannot mean our 
future body as it shall be raised from the ~ 
tomb. It is the “death-doomed body,” 
as Rotherham happily translates it, the 
body in which the Spirit is now dwelling, 
liable to death, but not yet dead; and di- 
vinely equipped, exhilarated, renewed by 
the indwelling life of the Holy Ghost. 

In the fourth chapter of Second Corin- 
inthians He unfolds this doctrine of the 
supernatural body more fully than any- 
where else. There he tells us that His 
natural life is constantly exposed to death 
in order that the life also of Jesus might 
be made manifest in his mortal flesh. 

This life of Jesus is something more 
distinct from and far transcending his 
Wher, they dragged

:: Now the principle we have been unfold- 
ing supplies the very solution of this diffi- 
cult case. Supposing for the time that 
:  Paul’s thorn was a physical disease, which 
» we gravely doubt, and was not literally 
':.. yemoved in answer to his prayer, still the 
fact would remain that something was 
given to Paul in exchange which was bet- 
ter for him than if it had been removed, 
“something in kind which really supplied 
the place of its removal. He calls it the 
_« power of Christ. It was not the comfort 
*- and consolation of Christ’s love. It was 
not patience to bear it, but it was actually 
. power through which he was enabled to 
_..do more than if the thorn had been taken 
ye away so that he could say a little later, 
“vice “Truly the signs of an apostle were 
“wrought among you in all patience, in 
.oy.Signs, and wonders and mighty deeds.” 
.., IE. Cor. xii. 12. He actually affirmed 
“Js while this thorn was still remaining 
“when I am weak, then am I strong.” 
Assuming then that it was a physical 
‘infirmity, and that it was not taken away, 
yet it was perfectly certain that something 
-: was given to him that constituted real 
’ strength, ample strength, superior strength 
to even his own perfect soundness and 
- health. 
This is the very thing of which we have 
_.., been speaking. Jt was an invisible life. 
2... It was @ supernatural source of vitality. 
“..: It was not a bigger wire, but a stronger 
current through the wire. It was the life 
“of Jesus instead of the life of Paul. 
eic..°:. Now Yhis will explain many a perplex- 
obo lis yoing experience with Divine Healing. Your 
-* actual physical condition is not always 
_ taken away, but if you would only keep 
looking to Jesus you would find an inner 
strength given to you, a supernatural 
spring in the depths of your being, a 
vigor and vitality that made you superior 
to the drain upon you of that depressing 
symptom and carried you in spite of it 
with winged feet through all the pres- 
apres of verre physteel life 
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God is thus trying to teach us to live in 
the unseen realm, to walk upon the waters 
of the spiritual sphere, nay, to tread the 
seeming void by faith and find a rock be- 
neath, 

And so he sums up his sublime argu- 
ment for the supernatural body in the 
fourth chapter of Second Corinthians by 
that passage which apart from this prin- 
ciple would be obscure, “for which cause 
we faint not, but though our outward man 
is perishing yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day.” As this whole dis- 
cussion is about the physical life he must 
mean the natural and material sources of 
our spiritual strength failing, but the hid- 
den and divine source within our being 
renewed and strengthened. But he tells 
us that this is only while we look not at 
the things which are seen, but at the 
things which are not seen. It is only 
while we dwell on the experience of faith 
in the immaterial realm, in the unseen re- 
gion where Cod lives, and we live with 
Him having meat to eat that the world 
knows not of, appropriating our very life 
from the heart for the risen Son of God. » 

In conclusion, this great truth of the 
supernatural body is an intensely practi- 
cal and present truth for it 


ANSWERS UNBELIEF. 


I. It is an answer to the unbelief of the 
age. Professor Tyndale challenged the 
disciples of Christ to produce an actual 
physical miracle. No wise man was rash 
enough to take up that challenge so pre- 
sumptuously made, but God took it up. 
From that day there have been literally 
thousands of cases of divine healing as 
remarkable in many respects as those of 
the apostolic records. 

God wants us today to-show the unbe- 
lieving world that His presence and power 
are rea] on every plane of human life and 
experience, and although He will not give 
us signs when we tempt Him by. asking 
them, yet He will make us signs to the un- 
believing world and confirm His word 
with signs following if we faithful to the 
testimony and claim by faith the fulfill- 
ment of His own promise. 


ITS SPIRITUAL INFLUENCE. 


2. The experience of a supernatural 
body is a blessed auxiliary to the deeper 
life of the soul. The body is a conduct- 
ing or a non-conducting medium of the 
Holy Ghost in His communications to the 
spirit, according as it is in harmony with 
God or out of actual touch with Him, 
Some one has used the phrase, “a con- 
verted body.” There are bodies that are 
divinely touched, and there are others 
that are as cold and gross as the clods of 
clay beneath our feet. When God has to 
pass through the medium of a coarse 
physical organism to get into the heart 
there is obviously a distinct hindrance. 
There is a great difference between tak- 
ing your dinner on a hot plate or a cold 
plate. A cold plate chills the best dinner 
ever served, and so the Holy Spirit wants 
the medium through which He ministers 
to our spirit to be itself spiritual. When 
our whole physical heing is permeated 
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of the Holy Spirit we are in more distinct 
touch with God’s thoughts, influence and 
suggestions. Our very environment is 
holy and heavenly, and the walls of the 
city are protected from the incursions of 
the enemy as well as the citadel itself. 
Merely natural health and material and 
organs have about them an inborn ten- 
dency to selfish and even sensual gratifi- 
cation, but when Christ fills our hearts the 
very desire for unholy things is removed, 
and we are saved from innumerable sug- 
gestions of evil that spring from the 
strong sensuous life of those who have 
never felt the touch of God in their mor- 


tal frame. 


Divine healing in its deepest and high- 
est senses saves from a thousand liabilities © 
to self-indulgence and* ecarthliness of . 
thought, feeling and act. Our whole be- 
ing becomes a well tuned instrument on 
which God can play, and we learn to glori- 
fy Him in our body, which is His, while 
the spirit sympathizes with the divine 
touch in all the lower realms of nature, 
and every avenue of our being is thrown 
open to the unfolding presence of God, so 
that we cannot tell where the body ends 
and the spirit begins, but “Holiness to the 
Lord” is written on every fibre of our be- 
ing. 

“ADDS TO OUR POWER. 


3. The experience of this supernatural 
life greatly enhances our efficiency for 
service. -Not only does it save us from 
innumerable physical hindrances and 
sources of selfish misery, murmuring and 
depression, not merely does it give us in- 
creased vigor and ability for arduous ser- 
vice and long endurance, but the quality 
of the service given by a body that is di- 
vinely touched is much higher. The . 
voice that speaks and sings for God has 
more power in its tone and ministers grace 
more directly than if we were merely us- 
ing an instrument of clay. The feet that 
are divinely touched not only go faster to 
bear the messages of God, but they ac- | 
complish more directly spiritual results. 
The grip of the hand is different. The 
grip of the hand communicates something 


which could never be expressed without 
this added touch of heaven. 


It is not only the divine message and a 
divine messenger, but the very medium 
through which it goes has been spiritual- 
ized and made sacred by being itself 
steeped in the fountains of heavenly life 
and power. 


THE CHURCH’S NEED. 


Finally the church of God needs espe- 
cially today a new touch of supernatural 
power in the confirmation of her testi- 
meny to the world and especially to the 
heathen world. 

While, as we have said in a former 
chapter, this truth is liable to extrava- 
gance yet there is even a greater danger 
of overlooking it and sinking to the low 
plane of naturalism and rationalism in 
giving our testimony to mankind. If the 
Christ of Christianity is the same yester- 
day, today and forever the Christianity of 
Christ onght also fo he the same yester- 
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open.’’—Isaiah xxii, 22.

These words 
werespoken to Eliakim,son of Hilkiah,the 
priest, “And I will clothe Him with thy 
robe, and strengthen Him with thy girdle, 
and I will commit thy government into 
His hand; and He shall be a Father to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and to the house 
of Judah. And the key of the house of 
David will I lay upon His shoulder, so He 
shall open and none shall shut; and He 
shall shut and none shall open.” 

All this is given by Christ, “He that is 
holy, He that is true, He that hath the 
key of David, He that openeth and no 
man shutteth; and He that shutteth and 
no man openeth” (Rev. iii. 7), to a man to 
use. Do we believe this? “Do Christians 
believe it? Can Christ do it now? Can 
He open a door so that none shal) shut it, 
and shut a door so that none can open it? 
' If so,is it not surprising that so poor a ser- 

vice is rendered Him from whom such 

blessings can be procured? 

Let God give to the man the key, and, 
while he has it, he has power. Let it be 
withdrawn and the power takes its flight, 
and the man is shorn of his strength. 
The context indicates in the most unmis- 
takable way that God calls each of us to 
do special work. To do that work, no 
matter what our ability, success comes 
from above, if it comes at all. There are 
so many circumstances entering into ev- 
ery life under the control of God, such as 
health, life, friendship and a thousand 
contingencies, that if we get on it is be- 
cause of what are called favorable circum- 

_ stances, which I call God’s management, 
that it is wise to declare that, even in busi- 
ness, the key to success is given us by 
Him. This power to do is simply miracu- 
lous. The world studies the mysteries of 
life, talks of luck and ignores God. The 
Christian gives the credit where it be- 
longs, and sings with delight the sweet re- 
frain, “For the Lord God is a sun and 

. shield; the Lord will give grace and glory; 

no good thing will He withhold from 

' them that walk uprightly. O Lord of 

Hosts, blessed is the man that trusteth 

in Thee.”

who succeeds, as a rule, succeeds because 
of a fitness for the trust reposed in him. 
Success is not a happen-so. There is 
reason in it and for it. God calls them 
and Christ lives in them. They plan, 
they work, they accomplish herculean 
tasks because in. a special manner God 
works in them both to will and to do ac- 
cording to His good pleasure. In the 
midst of their mightiest achievements, 
they are not masters but servants. The 
hand that wields the instrument is God’s. 
This is the truth which Christians are in 
danger of ignoring. The best and noblest 
are disposed to ascribe to themselves the 
glory which belongs to Him who said: 
“The key I place on His shoulder, so He 
can open and none shall shut.” 

Recently there has gone out of the 
world of activity, Bernardo Barnato, a 
man who a little while ago was worth un- 
told millions, His name will be forgot- 
ten. He could not keep the door open 
when God was ready to shut it. Think of 
Jerusalem when this truth was declared. 
The doors of hope were closed and locked, 
and the key seemed lost when these words 
were written. Beyond that door lay the 
rich pasture lands of promise. But be- 
tween that and the people was a shut door. 
War clouds darkened the sky. There was 
no army, no money, no friends.. They 
were alone. Jesus appears in their midst. 
He speaks to the prophet, and the prophet 
speaks to the people. He calls their at- 
tention to the sins that weakened them. 
Beyond was peace and freedom and grand 
endeavor.. How were they to reach that 
beyond? Not by themselves? Not by 
what their own wisdom could achieve, but 
simply and alone by what their God could 
do for them. Do we believe this? If 
we did, would we think it a mistake to set 
apart time to pray for the help of God? 

If. The key of the house of David im- 
plied characteristics that deserve notice. 
David had absolute faith in God. There 
was something to build on. His life re- 
veals it. God with him, he had a bravery 
that knew no fear. Without God there 
was no greater coward. See him fleeing 
from Absalom. You can hardly realize 
that man creeping away was the man after 
God’s own heart. Fill him with the as- 
surance of divine approval and David was 
himself again. It is this which is the 
sheet anchor of hope for every successful 
minister and evangelist. 

The trouble with many in the church 
is they prefer to trust in man, in mean- 
ness, in a withholding more than is meet 
which tendeth to poverty. They follow 
those going wrong rather than those who 
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sible and do as selfishly as they can and 
are surprised when they find themselves 
all at sea and are surprised at their adver- 
sity. Some substitute for faith in Christ 
faith in themselves, or in a manner in the 
schemes of men, and neglect to trust in 
the Lord and walk humbly with their 
God. Be not surprised at their failure. 

Others only keep with God when in 
great straits. The moment prosperity 
comes they are rebellious. Is it surpris- 
ing that quick disaster attends them? 
Contrast Saul with men like David, who 
was quick to know when wrong, and was 
repentant, but, what was better than all, 
was devout when others would be luke- 
warm and cold. As the eyes of a servant 
are turned toward his master, so his eyes 
were ever upon his God. 

Can we not see in this fact the peril 
which confronts the church? It is that 
she is too quick to turn from God. Too 
anxious to go’ with the world, and God 
is wounded jg the house of His friends. 
The Holy sit is grieved. Because of 
this, periods of prosperity are followed by 
periods of terrible declension. There is 
no steadfastness, no holding on to God. 
Working a church is like sailing a ship. 
The Christian cannot let go of God a sin- 
gle moment with any more safety than can 
the wheelsman let go of the rudder. It is 
possible in a moment to destroy the hus- 
bandings of a lifetime. One wrong act 
clouds a lifetime. Keep in with God. 
Remember, “Everywhere Thou God seest 
me.” 

III. This key is in the possession of 
Christ. For this let us bless God. One 
holds it who infinitely wise. If He en- 
trusts it to any of you or to a church it 
is the highest honor. Treat Him so. 
Rome makes here her fearful mistake. 
She claims that the key is hers. It is not 
true. The key is in Christ’s keeping, and 
it will never pass from His control. That 
was what Christ said when He spoke to 
Peter. He confessed that Christ was the 
Son of God, and on that confession rested 
his hope and the hope of the church. 

Let it be remembered that if men have, 
power to prevail with God or man it is be- 
cause the Spirit-hand of Christ places the 
key upon the shoulder. To keep it we 
must live right. If you are selfish, if you 
are sinful, if you fail to seek the glory 
of God, it may be withdrawn, and then all 
is gone. . 

LV. Don’t mistake about the key. The 
evidence, that you have it, is not always 
popularity. That may be the last thing 
you will have, when dealing with a people 
that are not in sympathy with Christ.

MY LIFE WHEN A DRUNKARD. 
By W. H. PECK. 


How I thank my heavenly Father for 
His great kindness to me at the age of 
sixty-six years, in saving me when low 
down in sin! My sad experience is pain- 
ful to remember, and still more so to re- 
late, but I desire to have it printed that it 
may be placed in the hands of those who 
are pursuing a downward career through 
drink, that it may, with God’s blessing, 
avail to save some of them as He has 
saved me. 

I was a hard drinker for years. Ragged 
and dirty I staggered on the streets. 
Often in the morning I would hardly 
have strength to raise my head from my 
pillow. My nerves were all unstrung. 
My eyes were bleared and haggard, and I 
had a besotted appearance. My heart 
and stomach were greatly diseased from 
long continuance in drinking. I had to 
have an “eye-opener” in the morning. 
In a short time I must have another drink 
to procure an appetite for breakfast, 
Then after breakfast I must have another 
drink to digest my food and steady my 
nerves for work. So I went on, from bad 
to worse, until my will-power was all 
gone, and I was enslaved by drink. Yet 
all through my course of sin I longed for 
a better life, and at intervals inexpress- 
ihly. But Satan had wound a chain of 
abit abeut me and was day affier day 
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would have dragged me down to hell. 

I had no special liking for the taste of 
liquor when J commenced to drink, but I 
enjoyed its exhilarating effects. And be- 
sides, I had for a long time previous suf- 
fered from secret mental disquietude from 
which I sought relief, and so I tried to 
drive it away by excessive drinking. At 
first I confined myself to beer, though I 
disliked the taste of it as it was so bitter. 
In time beer lost its effect on me, and. 
then I took to whiskey, and at times 
drank wine and gin. Oecasionally I took 
beer and whiskey together; and often I 
tried absinthe, a few drops in my whiskey. 
I was trying to forget myself—rryine 
NOT TO THINK! 

In the saloons liquor would sometimes 
be given me to sing songs. I would 
gamble with dice, would talk against the 
Bible and religion like an. infidel, and 
would swear and blaspheme like the com- 
pany around me. ‘T'wice revolvers were 
taken from me, and in many ways I tried 
to sell myself to the devil. Yet, through 
it all, I felt condemned, and knew that I 
was sinning awfully. But the drink made 
‘me crazy and reckless. Former friends 
shunned me, and my children gave me 
up. I was an utter wreck. Many could 
not have lived through the excesses I 
reached. It is a marvel that with my 
brain and nervous system so shattered, I 
had not dropped dead, as friends warned 
me I might, and as even my own dea) 
daughter once did when I called to see 
her while intoxicated. But the Lord has 


_. had great mercy upon me, and brought - 
*-:me to Himself. Blessed be His holy name! 


Oh, what a miserable drunken sot I 
became, often spending my last cent for . 
liquor and going hungry for food, or 
without a lodging unless I could beg 
enough money to pay for it. I remember 
I walked the streets all one night, fearing 
to stop lest I should be arrested. But at 
times I became unconscious from drink- 
ing, and on one such occasion I was 
picked up by the police and thrown into 
the station house. When consciousness 
returned, I found myself locked in a cell, 
and on being discharged I was threatened 
with being sent to the workhouse if ar- 
rested again. Yet, the first thing I did 
after my release, was to enter a saloon for 
another glass of whiskey. In time, I 
sank so low that I made frequent visits 
to the “barrel houses,” to get the bottle 
which I constantly carried about me filled 
with the vilest whiskey. And in the 
cheap lodging houses 1 formed the ac- 
quaintance of other drunkards, and of 
liars, thieves, blasphemers and murderers. 
These places are hell on earth! 

On the down grade I kept until one 
night I had an awful attack of delirium 
tremens. That night I shall never for- 
get. Dogs semed to enter my room, then 
rats followed and sprang upon my bed. 
T fought them furiously, and thought I 
killed one with my hands. Next several 
little, strange looking men appeared, who 
danced on my hed. Besides, T was con- 


vineed something was after me fo murder 
<1 * a * ra c 
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the window in order to escape. No words 
cun describe the horrors of that night! 

‘Terrible indeed was my course in sin, 
but L have been saved out of it! Has it 
nut been because of the long years of 
prayer spent by my parents from my 
childhood, and by my brothers and sisters, 
after 1 grew dissipated, whose faith 
availed for my salvation? For now, I can 
say I am a sinner saved by grace!- Is it 
not wonderful? How forbearing God 
has been! My sin was greater because 
against great light, against all I had been 
taught’ from early childhood in a Chris- 
tian home, not only as to the way of 
righteousness, but especially concerning 
the dangers of intemperance. Hence, no 
wonder I felt condemned for every drink 
I took. No wonder that often in my 
downward career I longed to be free from 
bondage, and that I had no rest of soul 
day or night. My conscience was a per- 
petual accuser. For example, one night 
Mr. B . of the Sixth St. Mission in 
Cincinnati, saw me while drunk on the 
street, wringing my hands as I went, and 
overheard me saying to myself, “Oh, I 
hope I have not sinned away my day of 
grace! Oh, HavE I committed the un- 
pardonable sin?” And he says he then 
offered up a prayer for my salvation. God 
bless him for it! Ah, yes, how I grieved 
the precious Saviour, trampled on His 
blood and did despite to His Spirit, put- 
ting Christ to an open shame, and cruci- 
fying Him afresh! No wonder I feared 
my day of grace had passed. 

But let me now tell of the glorious 
change that by God’s mercy and the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit has been wrought in 
me: and concerning the unlooked-for way 
in which it was brought about. It oc- 
curred on. Sunday evening, Oct. 10th, 
1895. TI remember I was passing along 
the streets of Cincinnati, Ohio, under the 
influence of liquor, when I came in sight 
of an out-door: religious service held at 
the corner of Longworth St. and Central 
Ave., by members of the Sixth St. Rescue 
Mission, and drew near to hear the sing- 
T had not been there long before 
God’s Spirit laid hold of me mightily and 
searched me through and through. The 
“still small voice” which had so often 
arraigned and entreated me, saying, 
“Think of your‘declining vears, Remem- 
her how you are going against all licht, 
knowledge and reason to perdition. Turn, 
hefore it he too late!” now spoke again,

And it said. “Delay no longer! Now 18

TUNITY! Flee from hell-while you may! 
Turn now, and the Lord will save you!

drunkard vou are, and your lost condi- 
tion, and if thev see von kneeling. and 
hear vour eries for merev. they mav he 
led to seek calvation for themselves. Have 


~ vou not tried fo save vonrself in vain? 


You know how utterly weak von are. haw 
voor eine p Tas Teen As <froved, and 


it up to the Lord to keep for you. Com- 
mit the managentent of your will and self- 
control entirely to Him—now!!” 

Thank God! then I yielded, and while 
God’s Spirit was thus yearning over and 
persuading me, J sank upon my knees and 
pleaded that the chains of hell might 
then and there. be forever broken, and I 
go free! Then others, one after another, 
prayed for me. Oh, blessed moment! the 
long-insulted, but gracious God heard, and 
I xNEw I was a saved man through and 
through, from the crown of my head to 
the soles of my feet! I arose from my 
knees perfectly sobered, and in my right 
mind. Then all joined in singing a 
hymn of praise over a sinner saved, a lost 
one found, a dead soul made alive. After- 
wards, two loving Christian brothers, 
locking arms with me, conducted me to 
the Mission, where I was made welcome, 
and on my leaving, enough money was 
given me to secure a night’s lodging. And 
the same loving and almighty God who 
saved me that night from a drunkard’s 
grave, still keeps me with His strong right 
hand! Blessed be His holy name! 

All now see in me not only a reformed, 
but a renewed man. But, of course, on 
my first turning from evil, the devil tried 
to overcome me in many ways; not only 
coming to me personally and directly by 
inward suggestions, but also by sending 
wicked men as his agents, who invited 
and urged me to drink at their expense. 
But I had only one answer for them all: 
“No! never! never!!!” And, in return, I 
would warn them to stop drinking before 
it was too late. 

Sometimes when I chanced to pass a sa- 
loon and see.a glass of foaming beer on 
the counter, then the fiend would whisper: 
“Don’t that look nice? Now, it would do 
you good. Only try one glass. You will 
be stronger for your work. You know 
you are not feeling very bright today, so 
take it for medicine. You have money 
in your pocket to pay for it, and no one 
will see you enter the saloon. Even if 
they should see you, you can say you went 
in on some business. Do you not see it?” 

As I recognized Satan in all this, and 
stoutly resisted him, he would leave me 
for a season, but only to return later in a 
different way. For instance, at one time 
he approached me and boldly said, “Don’t 
live in this manner any longer. Be a 
man, and not a slave! Be independent, 
and perfectly free! Throw all your re- 
ligion to the dogs, and go into the world 
and have some pleasure.” 

Such desperate suggestions would star- 
tle me terribly, -for I saw in them Satan 
himself by my side, and not any underling 
demon, and knew he wanted me to take a 
final plunge into the pit of hell, and be 
lost forever. But I trust in God, who has 
saved me at such times, that He will not 
suffer Satan to do me harm, but will keep 
me in the hollow of His hand, and let His 
angels encamp about me and protect me. 
And often, now, I pray going along the 
strect, in the moment of any kind of 
temptation or danger. Tf T have evil 
thonedits sugeested. or feel inclined ta he

to keep me, and He does! And in this 
way of constant reliance on Him, I know 
He will preserve me from all evil. Blessed 
be His name! 

Moreover, through the Lord’s great 
goodness, these are to me days of restitu- 
tion; for old and worthy friends who had 
forsaken me, are returning, and they re- 
joice over me. While my late boon com- 
panions in evil, when they meet me and 
stop.to shake hands, think it strange J am 
no longer of their number. But I never 
fail at such times to warn them, and to 
urge them to seek the Lord and to hand 
over.to Him all their will-power for safe 
keeping. But, alas! I might, I feel, as 
well speak to the winds. Yet I know I 
ought not to be discouraged, when I re- 
member that I was once just such an one. 
For if God could save me, assuredly He 
can save anybedy. 

I might tell much more of my wicked- 
ness, but feel enough has been told for 
the purpose of doing good, and the past is 
too painful for me to say more. But let 
me in closing, in view of my terrible ex- 
perience, and in view of present happi- 
ness, utter a word of warning to all who 
are given to drunkenness, or even to mod- 
erate drinking, to seek the Lord at once, 
as the only possible source for deliverance, 
before it is forever too late; for no drunk- 
ard hath eternal life abiding in him! 

If any reader feels inclined to question 
the foregoing statements, I am permitted 
to refer him to those in charge of the Res- 
cue Mission at 324-326 W. Sixth Street, 
Cincinnati, Ohio; and particularly to Mr. 
W. H. Groat, who was the leader of the 
street meeting on the evening referred to, © 
who took for the Scripture lesson Rev. 
xxi. 1-7. 

Regarding the occasion, he says: “The 
power of God fell upon us, and brother 
Peck, who was intoxicated at the time, 
came out from the crowd and asked us to 
kneel, then and there, and pray for him.

“It’s the “on time” I want to be, on 
God’s clock.

The Holy Spirit said through Paul:

I was once visiting C. H..Spurgeon, and 
was attending his communion service. He 
had raised his voice in prayer when the 
factory bell began to ring, calling the 
people to work.

When the bell had 
rung out its summons, when the noise had 
stopped, in his beautiful, pathetic voice he 
continued: :

Let us walk honestly 
as in the day, let us put on the armor of 
light.” 

There are some occasions when our 
souls get stamped by circumstances, and 
that was one of mine.

CAN AN AGNOSTIC ENTER HEAVEN ? 


In a recent paper we published in our 
“Press Echoes” an extract from the New 
York World containing the published 
views of a number of leading clergymen 
respecting Dr. Lyman Abbot’s latest man- 
ifesto on the question, Can an agnostic en- 
ter heaven? We have since learned that 
a large number of our Alliance people 
have been wondering whether we pub- 
lished these opinions as expressive of our 
views on this question. We feel a little 
humbled to think that our friends did not 
know us better. We thought every read- 
er at sight would be sufficiently shocked 
at such views to know where evangeli- 
cal believers in the teachings of the Scrip- 
tures ought to stand. We are sorry that 
it is necessary for us to express our pro- 
found regret at the utterance of such 


‘opinions and the echo that they find from 


leading pulpits of Protestant churches. 
It is one of sthe saddest signs of the times 
that the lines of demarcation are so low 
that the world can no longer discern from 
the signal lights on the eccelsiastical 
shores between him who believes God and 
him who believes Him not. Sincerity 
may save a man from the severest punish- 
ment, but sincerity cannot take a man 
to heaven without the new birth any more 
than a good disposition can make a little 
dog that plays at your feet a member of 
your family circle and a child of your 
home. ' It lacks the essential qualifica- 
tions for human fellowship—a human na- 
ture—and without a divine nature the 
wisest and most amiable agnostic that 
ever lived can never enter heaven.

Likewise the book of 
Genesis is printed in colors that re- 
spectively represent the Elohistic or the 
Jehovistie portion of this book. This is 
an attempt to popularize higher criticism 
and loose views of inspiration, and to take 
this class of teaching out of the realm of 
the elite literary circle that has hitherto 
monopolized it, and spread it abroad like 
unholy leaven among the masses of our 
people.

®& very interesting account by a missionary 
in Poona of the recent revival among the 
widows in Pundita Ramabai’s home. 

During the past month a great and gen- 
Wine revival has taken place in Pundita’s 
Ramabais Institution for high caste widows, 


Let there be a change of. 


This revival not only prevailed among those 
who have been rescued from famine but 
reached to a goodly number of the widows 
who were formerly in the Home. 

Rev. W. W. Bruere held ten days’ special 
services in the Poona Home, and at the close 
116 women and child-widows were baptized. 
About two weeks ago he came to Khedgaon 
to hold a mission. The women had been 
prepared for these services by constant daily 
religious teaching ever since they entered 
the Home. The older widows, and conse- 
quently those most hardened in sin, are liv- 
ing at the farm in Khedgaon. But the Spirit 
of God is able to transform even hardened 
sinners. He was present in great power 
from the beginning of the service. At the 
close of three days’ services when Mr. Bruere 
was called away, sixty-seven had been con- 
verted. The meetings were continued, Mr. 
Bruere returned, and as the crowning avent 
last Tuesday, November 15th, the baptismal 
service took place. 

It was a rare sight when seventeen bullock 
carts, crowded with seven and eight women 
in each, started out for the Bheema River, 
five and a half miles distant from the farm. 
Songs of joy arose one after another, as they 
slowly went along, methinks mingled them- 
selves with the joy around the throne when 
sinners are converted. 

A tent was pitched on the bank of the 
river, which served as a dressing-room. A 
short service was held by Rev. W. W. 
Bruere, after which the baptisms took place. 
Pundita Ramabai’s Brahman secretary, who 
was baptized October 26th, together with a 
large number of widows in Poona, Krish- 
nabai, and the writer, stood in the water 
and helped the candidates to enter and re- 
turn to the shore. One of the school- 
mistresses on the shore called the names of 
those to be baptized. It was very interest- 
ing to hear each one repeat with the minis- 
ter, “In the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” The happy 
faces and frequent expressions of praise 
showed that the Spirit teaches His children 
alike world over, for these women had never 
come in contact with many Christians, re- 
vivals, or baptismal services. One hundred 
and eight women and girls and one boy of 
twelve years of age were baptized. 

When the Pundita was bringing widows 
from the Central Provinces, a deaf and 
dumb woman insisted on coming. The Pun- 
dita refused to bring her. She came and sat 
in the train. They made her understand 
that she could not learn in school, hence 
could not be taken. She told them by signs 
that she would grind, cook, wash clothes, 
serub, ete. She literally refused to leave the 
train, and at the last minute the Pundita 
laughed and bought her a ticket. She has 
been true to her word and works cheerfully. 

She always preserves a reverent attitude 
during worship. When the women were 
asking the Pundita for baptism, she per- 
sisted in having her name written. The 
Pundita tried to put her aside, but again she 
was persistent. One day she arose to testify. 
We all felt God’s presence as she stood in 
silent eloquence before God. The girls said 
aloud, ‘Mookkie knows God as well as we.” 
On two occasions she tried to speak and 
made alow sound, The girls all think Gad 
will teach her to speak. She received bap- 
tism with the others. While the services 
were going on, one day she brought two 
children to the altar. closed their eves and 
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contributed toward the famine work will re- 
joice at this bountiful harvest of souls. 


When the apostle declared that old things 
are passed away and all things are become 
new, he evidently intended that these words 


’ should be construed in the light of the con- 


text, and qualified by certain known facts. 
There are old things that do not pass away. 
The mountains, the seas, the sun and the 
stars are with us today as they were with 
Abraham and Moses and David. The great 
spiritual verities of God know no age and no 
decadence. These have no more passed 
away than has God Himself. The structural 
facts of the divine character and purpose are 
constant and inflexible. ; 

What, therefore, the apostle speaks of in 
the language quoted is not a new divinity, 
but a new humanity, “If any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature,” and old things 
of sin are in consequence “passed away.” 
There is a novelty in the case, but the sur- 
prise comes in from the spectacle of an old 
sinner developing new feelings and graces. 
It is net a new Christ that is preached, but 
a new residence that is found for the Christ 
in-the heart of an additional ‘subject of di- 
vine grace. The result is a fresh creation, 
an unaccustomed humanity. The change is 
radical. It is not galvanism, which causes 
the human subject temporarily to go through 
the motions of Christianity, but-it is conver- 
sion, which means an organic and vital 
change in the inner texture of the being, so 
that new loves, new faiths, and new hopes 
spring in the heart that once was as morally 
dead as a sepulchred Lazarus. 

And this initial change at conversion must 
logically have its constant subsequent de- 
velopment in the life. All things are to be- 
come new. That is the goal. The Christian 
does not advertise himself as a perfect man, 
but he is morally bound to proceed, God 
helping him, in the direction of perfection. 
“Be ye perfect” is not an option, but a com- 
mand. In the experience of the believer 
the old, decrepit things of sin are to be con- 
stantly sloughed off, and the newer, fresher 
life of faith to be more copiously infused 
into the soul. ee 

This renovation of the moral nature of 
humanity is distinctively the work of Christ. 
No-man is a new creature unless he be “in 
Christ.” And conversely, if an individual 
be a new man, really vivified by a regenera- 
tive force, genuinely and thoroughly rebuilt 
in character, the conclusion is that he has 
had vital touch and union with Jesus the 
Christ. Such a moral transformation is one 
of the indisputable evidences of Christianity, 
which is favorably and widely known by its 
fruits.—New York Observer. 


A well known geographer and explorer, 
Mr. A. H. Savage Landor was in Bom- 
bay the week ending November 27th. The 
editor of the Bombay Guardian speaks of his 
adventures in Thibet as follows: 

Bombay has had a sensation in the pres- 
ence of Mr. A. H. Savage Landor, the well- 
known geographer and explorer, who has 
recently been the subject of mis-adventure 
in Thibet; and who, in his attempts to reach 
Lhassa, has suffered much cruelty at the 
hands of the Thibetans. Mr. Landor en- 
tered Thibet by way of Almora, taking with 
him twenty coolies and a body-servant. This 
was an entirely new route, and took him 
through a part of the country hitherto un- 
trodden by Europeans. Mr. Landor accom- 
plished a good deal in the way of securing 
sketches, photographs, and maps of this 
hitherto unknown part of Thibet. When he 
was seized upon by the Thibetans, all his 
coolies but one fled. This one and his body- 
servant remained with their master and 
shared his subsequent privations and trials. 
Mr. Landor was put on the “stretching-log,” 
a sort of rack, for eight days. He was tor- 
tured with red-hot irons, and twice brought

Althongh as a publican Matthew filled 
a mean position and was despised by the 
Jews, yet he was a man of wealth. He 
must have made his money largely by ex- 
tortion. At his banquet in honor of 
Christ publicans, men of his own class, 
and sinners were invited. Although not 
guests, the Pharisees, according to orien- 
tal custom, had access to the house. In 
the scene presented between Christ and 
the Pharisees we have an echo of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, viz., the difference be- 
tween external and internal righteousness. 
The publicans and sinners who realized 
their lost condition and hungered after 
righteousness were more acceptable to the 
Saviour than the proud, self-sufficient and 
critical Pharisees. This fact was the point 
of Christ’s reply. By the “whole” the 
Pharisees are meant; and by the “sick,” 
the publicans and sinners. The reference 
is plainly to spiritual conditions. The 
Pharisees considered themselves right- 
eous and thus felt no need of a Saviour. 
They were ready to offer sacrifice because 
this could be performed as an external 
rite. But they were looking in the qual- 
ity of mercy, as their harsh judgment, of 
the publicans and sinners revealed (Hosea 
vi. 6; I. Sam. xv. 22; Psalm 1. 8-15; Isaiah 
i, 11-17: Amos v. 21-24). 

b. Practical. ; 

There is a social spirit in Christianity 
which the Bible recognizes and com- 
mends. Jesus’ first miracle was performed 
at a marriage in Cana at which He was 
present as a guest. Jesus was not an 
ascetic, but lived among the people. He 
went as freely to the house of feasting as 
to the house of mourning. But He never 
forgot His mission. He was as ready to 
save Nicodemus and Joseph of Aramathea 


as Zaccheus and Mary Magdalen. Christ’s. 


example in this respect may be followed 
by us. As we mingle in the joys of do- 
mestic and social life let us remember that 
we are ambassadors of Christ. Let us go 
only where we can take Him with us. 
Let our whole life be imbued with the 
thought, “What would Jesus do?”

: The customs of the law and the Gos- 
pel. 

Fasting held a prominent place in the 
Old Testament. In connection with the 
use of sackcloth and ashes it was the usual 
sign of mourning (Daniel ix. 3). It was 
customary to proclaim that a fast was be- 
ing observed by these visible manifesta- 
tions. Thus, by the Pharisees fasting had 
become an outward mark of piety. Christ 
recognized the spiritual value of fasting 
and enjoined it. But He forbade the ac- 
companying visible signs which reduced 
it Ni a mere spectacular display (vi. 16- 
18). 

2. The nature of the law and the Gos- 
pel. 

The old garment represented Judaism 
and the new cloth, Christianity. Chris- 
tianity was not a sect of Judaism. The 
two systems were entirely different in 
their spirit and purpose. They could not 
be incorporated or assimilated. 

3. The subjects of the law and the Gos- 


el. 
‘ The old bottle represented a Jew, and 
the new bottle, a Christian. The old 
wine and the new wine stood for the 
teachings of Judaism and those of Chris- 
tianity. A man, trained under the old 
dispensation, could not, with his nature 
unchanged, accept and live the life of the 
new dispensation. The new life in Christ 
demanded a new creature in Christ (IT. 
Cor. v. 17). 

b. Practical. a a 

The very spirit of Christianity requires 
all acts of devotion and beneficence to be 
performed without display. Even under | 
the Gospel there is a large place for fast- 
ing (Matt. xvii. 21). But we are forbid- 
den to parade the fact that we are fasting. 
God alone must know it (vi. 16-18). 

Regeneration is necessary to Christian 
life (John iii. 8). There must be a new 
nature. The intellectual acceptance and 


‘approval of the teachings of Christ will 


not alone qualify one to lead a Christian 
life. The new, divine nature must be re- 
ceived by faith (II. Peter i. 4). Not only 
must one’s belief be changed; there must 
also be reconstructed manhood and woman- 
hood. We must be created anew in Christ 
Jesus (Eph. ii. 10; iv. 22-24).

The death of Dr. Amelia Barnett removes 
from our midst one of the oldest women 
physicians of our city. She has been well 
called “the good Samaritan” as her whole 
aim was to please God and benefit humanity. 
No call for aid ever received a denial from 
this most benevolent woman. 

She spent her life in ministering to others 
in spiritual, as well as temporal good. She 
was proud of her ancestry, which combined 
Scotch and Huguenot blood. She was a 
member of the Society of Huguenots and al- 
ways graced their Annual Dinner with her 
presence. For many years she was associ- 
ated with Dr. Lozier in the Woman’s College 
of Medicine, in New York, being one of the 
professors of obstetrics and children’s dis- 
eases. She was also her partner for a time 
in general practice. 

Dr. Barnett was a very humble Christian 
and always felt that she was a learner at the 
feet of Jesus. Her life was beautiful because 
she exalted Christ and was content to take 
the lowest plane—even to wash the dis- 
ciples’ feet. 

In the hour of sorrow no heart was more 
tender and sympathizing. She would let no 
strange hand touch the beloved form of 
those she loved without an admonition to 
handle gently and her own hands were often 
used to soothe in the ais Of sickness 
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cided character and opinions. She held her 
ideas very quietly, but with a determination 
that nothing could move. If you needed ad- 
vice her ear was always open and her clear 
mind ready to make a decision for you. 

Patiently through many years she had met 
the call of need from others and when she 
received the summons to “come up higher” 
she was ready. Her beautiful faith did not 
waver. She knew the Master had 
come, and called her. In one of her 
last best days a friend leaned over 
her and said, “Dear Doctor, do you 
know me?” She whispered, “Mary.” 
Then this question followed, “Is 
Jesus precious?” “Yes,” she an- 
swered, “Jesus is very precious.” 
‘Immediately she fell into an uncon- 
sciousness from which ‘she never 
awoke until the angels carried her on 
their wings to Paradise. 

Like Stephen she literally “fell 
asleep in Jesus.” It was a privilege 
to stand and gaze upon her tranquil 
face lighted up with the power of 
heaven, She laid in the casket, sur- 
rounded by flowers, and in her hand 
a bunch of violets, which she dearly 
loved. Her friends knew her love 
for flowers and in daily life she was 
seldom without them.

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Surely India has had the 
Cyclone at jeayy hand of God upon 

- Chittagong. her. An editorial from 
the Bombay Guardian says: 

“The brief telegrams concerning the cy- 
clone at Chittagong which came to last week 
gaye no idea of the actual violence of the 
storm which raged there on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 24th. Later accounts report an appal- 
ling eatastrophe, which rivals, if it does 
not exceed, the effects of the earthquake of 
June 12th. Chittagong is one of the ports 
of call of steamers between Calcutta and 
Rangoon, and gives its name to a district of 
British India along the N.E. coast of the Bay 
of Bengal. It is a low strip of coast about 
165 miles long, with many large tidal creeks. 
The storm of October 24th swept over this 
district, bringing with it a tidal wave which 
depopulated a large area. Hight hundred 
people were swept off one island by this 
wave and drowned. Upwards of 500 people 
were drowned at another village twenty- 
seven miles south of Chittagong. Crops are 
ruined, tea-gardens devastated. Thousands 


of cattle have been killed, and buildings: 


wrecked in every direction. Indeed it is 
estimated that scarcely a single native hut 
is standing throughout the district between 
a line drawn east and west, twenty-five miles 
north; and another sixty miles south of 
Chittagong, embracing an area of two-thirds 
of the district and including all the most 
densely populated portions of it. It is prob- 
able that not far short of a million of per- 
sins are homeless. The Commissioner of 
Chittagong has visited the coast by launch, 
and reports that the storm wave submerged 
the islands and some villages on the main- 
land, causing probably from 4,000 to 5,000 
deaths. Arrangments have been made for 
the supply of food to the inhabitants.”

* land writes of the recent 
cholera epidemic at Nagpin: 

“The people are in a state of terror, and 
are repairing in crowds to Maoli, the goddess 
of cholera, seeking to avert her wrath. The 
description that Jeremiah gives of idolatrous 
Israel was exactly reproduced in the scenes 
I witnessed, ‘Fire was smoking under every 
green tree, with groups of people around 
them. The children were gathering the 
wood, the fathers kindling the fires, and the 
women kneading the dough to make cakes. 
A temporary erection of woven branches 
had been put up round the collection of un- 
hewn stones, daubed with red paint, which 
represents the goddess. In front lay great 
‘Yeaps of coked rice, which the dogs were 
2xating. I pointed out to the people not only 
‘he folly but the wickedness of their conduct 
n throwing away such quantities of food in 
these times of dearth, when so many of our 
aeighbors were dying of hunger. They ad- 
mitted that what I said was true, but they 
must follow the customs of their fathers.” 


The Independent states 
that the fanaticism of the 
Moslems of Urumiaagainst 
the Christians has risen to a perilous pitch, 
and it would not be strange to hear ere long 
of an outburst of Mohammedan fury in Per- 
sia parallel to what has become common in 
Turkey. A recent incident iljustrates the 
terrible condition under which the Chris- 
tians live. Some drunken Moslems came to 
the large Christian village of Geog Tapa one 
evening to the house of a Catholic priest de- 
manding money due them. Becoming abus- 
Ive two or three villagers got them to leave 
and escorted them on the road, when the fel- 
lows turned on their escort and beat them. 
At their outery other villagers came to their

help and beat two of the drunken Moslems 
while a third escaped, but somehow fell into 
a stream, and as the night was cold and the 
man was intoxicated he perished. The re- 
port of this reaching the city the next morn- 
ing a mob was with difficulty prevented 
by the authorities from going out o sack 
the village, with all the inevitable concom- 
itants of outrage and murder.

+ MY capital of Hunan, Chang- 
she, a school has been opened (Sept., 1897,) 
by the governor for the teaching of western 
science. Three welj-equipped Chinese teach- 
ers have been engaged, and a large outfit of 
maps, books, chemical and physical apparat- 
us, mathematical instruments, microscopes 
and telescopes provided. This shows the 
strength of the new influences at work in 
China. Hunan will'soon be as easy of ac-~- 
eess to foreigners as any other province of 
the Empire.” 


It will probably be through 
much suffering and even 
death, that the Soudan is 
to be evangelized. The Women’s Missionary 
Friend states that the Eastern Soudan is the 
heart of slavery, but in Central Soudan, 
where live the Hausa, the most intelligent of 
African tribes, there is admirable opportun- 
ity for mission work. These were made Mo- 
hammedans by force and have never entered 
into its spirit. 

This is an admirable opportunity, and 
there are even now godly men and women 
pushing into the centre of this country.

Mr. William E. Cook 
Nepean writes from Cidade de 

. Goyaz, E., de Goyaz, the 
following interesting letter: I arrived here a 
few days ago, thus completing the first part 
of my journey to visit the Indians, having 
accompanied a merchant caravan during the 
last 320 miles. 

During this journey I had the blessed 
privilege of sowing the seed of the Kingdom 
in many places. When the head of one fam- 
ily that I visited found that I was distribut- 
ing Bibles he said to me, “Oh! have you 
false Bibles?” Saying this he rummaged 
around his drawer a little and drew out 
one of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety‘s Bibles, and with a mixture of excite- 
ment and superior wisdom informed me that 
this Bible was false. He had bought this 
book nineteen years ago while living in an- 
other part of Brazil and searched in it to 
find the teachings of the Roman church re- 
garding Mary the mother of Jesus, and not 
finding this he wrote a little confession on 
the fiy leaf and hid the book away. For 
Nineteen years he had the divine light within 
his reach and didn’t know it. 

Later he said to me, “But, sir, you have no 
saints in your church.” © “Oh, yes,” I replied, 
“We have many but ours are not deified dead 
men but true Christian men and women who 
are living Christian lives.” “But, sir,” he 
continued, ‘‘you certainly have no images in 
your church.” I replied, “Yes, we have lots 
of them. Our images, though, are not wood- 
en ones but those true Christians who are 
imitating Jesus.” 

While in the same town as I was in a 
house reading and talking about the Word 
of God the blacksmith came in and inquired 
if I was agitating for the republic or for the 
monarchy?” I replied that I was not agi- 
tating for either, but for the kingdom—the 
kingdom of God, Toward evening as I was 
passing along the street two young men who 
had stood in the doorway of a house that 
same afternoon and heard me read and speak 
of God’s message, asked me if I would not 
please read some more for them, they being 
unable to read. JI complied and while I read 
and commented quite a little audience gath- 
ered around and listened attentively and re- 
spectfully, and I thus found myself holding 
an interesting little open-air meeting. 
Finally I said to them, “I can read you some 
Seripture which is very difficult for most 
Brazilians to receive.” They desired to hear 
the Scripture and I read Exodus xx. 3-6 
twice. They remained silent and thoughtful 
a moment, then asked, “How do you account 
for it that we have got so far from the truth 
of God?” 

At a ranch near where the caravan camped 
one night I traded off the Word of God fora 
dozen of eggs. In the evening I was invited 
to visit the ranch again which I did, and 
spent nearly an hour there reading and com- 
menting upon Gaod’s Word to most interested 
listeners, and thus had a cottage meeting of 
the most tnformal and beautiful character. 
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We have the following in- 
Fb th Snag teresting letter from Rev. 
da, OR. Gabriel Maguire. He says: 
A hearty Christian greeting to you all. I 
send a few hasty lines to let you know how 
the dear Lord is keeping and blessing us 
here in Africa. The work is going on very 
nicely. We have opened two more out-sta- 
tions at Bamba and Dyema. We have placed 
four of our best boys on them. They teach 
school and preach in the town around there. 
We have a school of over forty boys in train~ 
ing, out of the most of them we hope to 
make evangelists. We have posted out eight 
already in the front, and hope soon to be 
able to send others further interior. I be- 
lieve if Africa is to be evangelized it will be 


through the natives unless the Christians- 


at home will come forward and lay all down 
at the feet of the Master, 

At present the laborers are few and the 
harvest is great. We have 40,000,000 in the 
Congo Free State alone, nearly all of whom 
are in a state of heathenism. Poor Africa 
today is rent and torn by strife, cursed by 
rum, slavery, ignorance and superstition, 
going down to Christless and hopeless 
graves, going down.in darkness and despair. 
What are you doing, dear friends, toward 
sending them the light? 

Some evenings ago we were at prayers be- 
fore retiring for the night when some of the 
Christian boys came walking in and laid 
down on the table in front of us some 
knives, red cloth and buttons, and said, “We 
have brought this to help to send the Gospel 
to our lost brothers and sisters in the in- 
terior.” Think of it, Christian friends, raw, 
nude heathen four years ago bringing their 
goods and laying them at the feet of the 
Saviour to give the Gospel to their lost 
brothers and sisters. I see by an editorial 
in the ALLIANCE that the present income is 
just about sufficient to keep the missionaries 
that are already on the field, Love with a 
little more seif-denial will bring not only 
Africa, but the world to Jesus. 

We have sustained a great loss in the 
death of our dear Bro. Woodcock. The char- 
iot of God found him where he was wont to 
be about his Father’s business among the lost 
of dark Africa. Mrs. Maguire is well. Still 
continue to hold up our hands in prayer, 
and it will not be long until we meet ‘with 
the black army of this land for the Lord 
Jesus. : 

Our dear brethren, Messrs. 
Ch plant dan Chapin and Brown, have 

s- v*** called our attention to a 
statement made in a recent issue of the AL- 
LIANCE concerning their hardships in Hunan. 
The statement was that they had endured 
“unspeakable toil and suffering.” Our dear 
brethren say: 

“We have been stoned quite hard three 
times, and our boat has been stoned on 
three other occasions. Once we got a mix- 
ture of beating and stoning, and on another 
occasion we got covered with sheet mud 
from head to foot. Of course these experi- 
ences were far from pleasant, but by the 
good hand of God upon us we suffered no 
serious injuries in any of them. We have 
never lacked a resting place when night 
came, or good food to eat in our year in 
Hunan, and God’s grace has made the little 
we have had to endure a joy.”

said concerning our work among the 
Christian women and the opening of our 
Girls’ School. 

Beside the public meeting for outside 
women in the chapel on Tuesdays, a Bible 
class is held every Friday for members 
and inquirers, as well as Sunday-school 
every Sabbath afternoon for women only. 
“Rome was not built in a day,” and surely 
it is “man-man-tih” (slowly, slowly) to 
teach these dear women, but we have in- 
deed much to praise God for to see His 
grace and power in their lives. We have 
also begun a Reading Class on Mondays 
with some of them to learn the charac- 
ters, as it is so much easier for them to 
understand the word of God if they can 
read. And .it gives us great cause to 
thank God for the progress they have 
made these two years. While then they 
could hardly récognize a character, they 
can now read the New Testament fairly 
well, Pray that God may lead them on 
to know “Him and the power of His resur- 
rection” more fully. 

While speaking about the Christian wo- 
men it is in its place to mention the gov- 
ernor’s wife, who asked for baptism ‘and 
was taken into church membership here 
on May 19th last. As often as possible 
she came here for prayer’ and meditation 
on the Word of God, as well as to partake 
of the Lord’s table. Once a week we go 
to her home to instruct and pray with her. 
It is always refreshing to meet her, as we 
realize that the power of God has and ever 
will be able to keep her. 

Those friends who are especially inter- 
ested in our work, and pray for us, would 
perhaps like to know how we spend our 
days. The following list is a sample, 
which we make it a point as far as possible 
to follow: : 

Monday—Reading class, and house 
visiting to the schoo] girls’ homes. 

Tuesday—Public meeting for the out- 
side women in the chapel and house visit- 
ing. ; 

Wednesday—Visiting the Christian wo- 
men’s homes and attending our weekly 
prayer meeting. 

Thursday—Visit to the governor’s resi- 
dente to instruct the ladies there. 

Friday—Preparation for and taking the 
women’s Bible Class and house visiting. 

Saturday—Preparation for the coming 
Sabbath, and going around to inform the 
heathen women of the coming Sunday. 

Sunday—Attend the forenoon service, 
have Sunday school with the Christian 
women and school girls in the afternoon. 

Besides this, many other duties come 
in our path. Looking after the schools, 
household duties, at a place like this, with 
so many coming and going, all call for 
one’s presence and aid, so we can truly 
say our time is very full. Blessed he God,

. who gives us both spiritual and bodily 


strength, and our hearts are full of joy 
and thanks to our Father for permitting 
us to be a soldier of the Cross to these 
people without God and without hope; 
and we fully believe that we shall see 
many of these dear ones in heaven. 

After we came back from the conven- 
tion last March God had opened the way 
for us to start a girls’ school heres My 
dear husband got some papers printed 
with an invitation to poor people’s girls 
to come to a free school and study. After 
the schoolroom was fixed up and all other 
things provided, we came down to spend 
a few moments in prayer, asking God to 
bless every child who should enter the 
room. The following day Miss Jao, the 
intended school teacher, with ourselves 
met to open the school. As it was pour- 
ing rain nobody came, but we had a 
blessed time in the Lord’s presence. The 
next day a poor water coolie brought his 
daughter, asking us to teach her. A few 
days later on three more came. Our de- 
sign was to have twenty girls. This is as 
much as one can manage at the beginning, 
but no more came, so we felt it our duty 
to go out and hunt them up. On one of 
these fishing days we got eight girls to 
come at once. We praised God, for it 
seemed a real victory. In the afternoon 
two of these girls got frightened, as they 
supposed they heard unearthly sounds 
about the house. They ran home, and 
never dared to come again. ‘lhe number 
of children was still below fifteen. 

On another day when we were out seek- 
ing after other girls some women asked 
us if it was not true that all the girls we 
got hold of we took out their eyes and 
made telescopes of them, the rest of the 
body we boxed up and sent abroad. After 
giving all the explanation we could we 
asked them to come and see for them- 
selves. Another woman asked us if the 
tea we used in the schoolroom was not 
really poison. Again, another woman 
said she would like her girl to learn how 
to read the Chinese characters, but she 
would never consent to her believing in 
our doctrine, and if we would let her girl 
come the six days of the week and stay at 
home on Sundays then she would let her 
come. “All righit,” we said. “You do 
as you please about that; no doubt you 
and your daughter are going to be saved, 
since you are so afraid.” This girl is one 
of the brightest we have in the school, 


though she has to stay at home every Sun-. 


day. Her mother has been here twice, 
and she has half promised her daughter 
to let her come on Sundays. Pray for 
her. It has not been easy to get girls, as 
they can be more a help in their homes 
than the boys; but by the grace of God 
the schoo] is now nearly full, and it gives 
us cause of great joy to see how quickly 
they learn. Besides the ordinary school- 
books they have learned some hymns, and 
quite a number of Bible texts. They can 
sing very well for the short time they 
have been in the school. Prayer is held 
with them every day and Sunday school 
every Sabbath. At the close of each 
month they are examined over what they 





have studied during the month. Besides 
study and writing they are taught sing- 
ing, geography and needlework. As prizes 
for their lessons we have given them each 
an old text or picture card, and they are 
so pleased; but now we have no more. 
These cards are used also for. our boys’ 
schools, so we need about eighty cards per 
month. 

Now, dear sisters and friends of these 
dear children, would you be so kind as to 
send us more (used) picture or text cards, 
or anything else, that may be of little and 
no use to an American child? These dear 
children would thank you most heartily; 
for their lives and homes are most empty - 
of any pleasures, and if you only could 
see their joy when a little thing is given 
to them, you would most gladly help in 
giving a joy to them. We should suggest 
a few things like old picture cards, cheap 
picture books, simple dolls, pencils, 
needles, threads, tapes, cheap figured 
handkerchiefs, small mouth harmonicas, 
simple red figured calico, ete. If the 
Lord should tarry, dear sisters, remember 
this, for we are sure that the children’s 
Friend would smile’on you and bless your 
own soul while you minister to others. 
Remember our schoo! children (sixty-six 
boys and eighteen girls) in your private 
prayers, : 

Turning to the photograph of the 
“Christian Women and Inquirers, with 
Some of the Schoo] Girls,” our hearts 
praise God for His working power in our 
midst, but we are looking to God for still 
greater things. As the governor’s wife 
could not come on the day t otograph 
was taken, it will have to be put iy by it- 
self, for the group of our women members 
here is not complete without her picture. 
Last Thursday, when we were there, she 
asked us to send her Christian love to all 
Christian sisters in the United States, and 
tell you to pray for her and all the Chris- 
tian women of China, that they may be 
kept true to the end. 

We promised to say a few words about 
our faithful woman servant. Her name 
is Lo-ma, She is a Si-Chuanese, and 
came,into our service a year before the 
great riot in 1895. During the riot she 
was most faithful, and stood by our side 
when there was nothing but trouble all 
around. When God’s call came for us to 
come down here she preferred rather to 
leave her people and come us than to stay 
at home. She is anything but a clever 
woman, but she is so true and faithful in 
all things. Look on the picture and you 
see a woman close to us who stands and 
smiles. This is the one. She is of such 
a happy spirit and always smiles. Pray 
that God may keep her faithful to the 
end. 

We had a very blessed time here when 
our dear Superintendent, Mr. Lelacheur, 
passed through on his way down from the 
west. May God bless and strengthen him. 
Dear friends, our Lord will soon be here; 
let us be true to our calling, and do all in 
our power to hasten on that blessed day. 
Let us look at all things in the light of 
eternity, and while we are waiting for our 
Lord may we be “up and doing.”
